A rentier of these notes living near 
Palmyra, HI., writes stating that he 
has a five acre tract of b ottom ground 
- a 
b lank sandy loam which never 
[tanks Which produces cornstalks b ig 
enough to yield 100 b ushels per aero, 
b ut from whhli he Is ab le to husk 
only fifty b ushels. 
Ho further states 
that the tract 
lias b een cultivated 
ab out six years, is always well tended 
and kept free from weeds, 
lit* would 
like to know what this condition of 
things—low yield from apparently rich 
land - would indicate that the soil lack­ 
ed. 
With several Important points not 
j stated In our friend's letter. It Is a b it 
difficult to give an adequate diagnosis. 
However, there are two or three sug­ 
gestions which may b e helpful. 
In tlie 
first plane It Is well to rememb er that 
while we have quite a ha b it of associat­ 
ing richness of soil with a b lack color, 
there is not necessarily any connection 
whatever. 
In fact some of the rich­ 
est soils known are red and green 
gray, the latter the volcanic ash of 
western states. 
Another point that It 
is well to take account of Is that a 
Randy soil loses its fertilising elements 
much sooner than do clay soils or 
these referred to. 
This b rings us to 
the prob ab le cause of our friend’s 
tract falling to yield as much corn as 
he would like namely, a lack of fer­ 
tilizer. 
We would suggest that lie do 
a little experimenting with this tract 
next season and would like him to re­ 
port the results. 
Let him apply ab out 
eight tons of manure per acre to two 
acres with a manure spreader, which 
will Insure even distrib ution; on an 
acre and a half apply the same amount 
of manure and ab out three tons of 
ground limestone per acre, which may 
he scattered with the manure, and on 
the remaining acre and a half he 
might 
apply 
the 
limestone 
alone. 
While our correspondent says nothing 
to indicate .that this tract Is sour, 
lie says nothing which shows that It 
might not b e. 
In the spring let him 
give these three tracts the same prep­ 
aration. plant them with seed which 
will give » u average of three and a 
half stalks per hill, and at husking 
time let him keep accurate count of 
the numb er of b ushels which each pro­ 
duces. 
lie will have conducted a very 
practical experiment, can tell definite­ 
ly just what the soil most needs and 
will not only have instruction for him ­ 
self, b ut for his neighb ors, and for 
the renders of this department, if he 
will furnish a statement of acre yields 
for the three tracts 
There are hosts 
of farmers all through the corn b elt 
who ought to b e carrying on just such 
experimental work as that outlined 
ab ove.

would b e increased yields and a larger 
b unk account.

W H I T E W A S H . 
With mcd arising for whitewash at 
all times of year, some of <>ur readers 
may he glad to hu\« * pub lished again 
the recipe for making whitewash rec­ 
ommended b y the department of agri­ 
culture at Washington. 
It is as fol­ 
lows; 
Take one-half b ushel unslacked 
lime and slack, starting with wattn 
water, and cover during process to 
keep 
iu 
the 
steam. 
Strain 
liquid 
through fine sieve or strainer; add 
peck of salt previously well dissolved 
in water, also three pounds of rice 
b oiled to o thin paste. 
Stir in b oiling 
hot one pound Spanish whiting and 
one pound of glue which has b een 
previously dissolved over a slow tiie. 
Then add five gallons of hot water to 
the mixture, stir well and let stand 
for a few days coven*d so as to keep 
out the dirt. 
The whitewash is b est 
applied with a small b rush and should 
b e put on hot. 
One pint should b e 
sufliciont to cover a square yard of 
ksurface. There Is no whitewash w hich 
excells this for indoor or outdoor use. 
It may b e colored whatever shade one 
likes and will retain its b rilliancy for 
v ea rs.

neath the cow’s, b y straining the milk 
through clean cloths Into clean cans 
and cooling at once. 
In short, to pre­ 
vent ropy milk clean and sanitary sta­ 
b le conditions are necessary.

An orchardist who recently report­ 
ed his experience in a horticultural 
paper has had very satisfactory re­ 
sults with hens tts insect destroyers ih 
his orchard. 
At the time when tlie 
cureulio was b usiest he made a prac­ 
tice of scattering small grain in lit­ 
ter under his plum and apple trees, 
and while the hens were b usy scratch­ 
ing ho would jar the trees so as to 
cause the insects to fall to the grounds 
where the liens would get them. 
lie 
reports his fruit almost entirely free 
from cureulio damage as a result of 
following this simple plan. 


The following simple recipe for the 
preserving of corn and string b eans has 
b een given b efore in these notes, b ut 
since corn and b eans are on tap again 
this season as usual it is worth repeat­ 
ing; Boil corn on ear for ab out fifteen 
minutes until milk is^set, cut and scrape 
from cob and mix thoroughly with salt 
at the rate of four parts corn to one 
of salt. 
Put in clean scalded stone jar 
and cover with cloth and pi a to as in 
case of salted encumb ers. 
The same 
recipe works with string b eans, which 
should b e cooked until tender and mix­ 
ed with salt as ab ove. One lady render 
who triixl this recipe for corn hist sea­ 
son lost her supply b ecause she put the 
salt and corn in layers instead of mix­ 
ing b efore packing down.

With prices for fruit land in many 
sections of the west reaching a level 
which makes the purchase of it well 
nigh impossib le for the person of liw- 
Ited menus the writer b elieves that 
there arc districts in Wisconsin, Mich­ 
igan, Indiana. Missouri, Arkansas, Vir­ 
ginia and other states which might well 
b e investigated b y those desirous of 
going into tin* orchard b usiness. 
It Is 
true that in some of the states men­ 
tioned only small fruits and hardy vari­ 
eties of fall apples, like the Wealthy, 
could b e grown, b ut the growing of 
these fruits and marketing them in a t­ 
tractive fashion could b e made very 
profitab le. 
In several of the states 
mentioned stump lands can b e b ought 
¡it from $20 to $50 per acre which » ire 
composed of fat soils, rich iu humus 
and ideally suited to fruit growing. 
If 
clearing the hind of stumps is under­ 
taken in ¡i b usinesslike and effective 
manner the cost of clearing per acre 
need not b e excessive. 
Another point 
in favor of growing fruit in a numb er 
of tlu* sections referred to is the fact 
that markets are near at hand, which 
prevents transportation companies from 
ab sorb ing so large a portion of the gross 
returns in the shape of freight and ex­ 
press charges 
luquiries addressed to 
the horticultural departments of the ag­ 
ricultural colleges in the several stab 's 
mentioned would elicit desired infor­ 
mation ¡is to the prob ab le price of land 
in given localities, its suitab ility’ for 
fruit growing and tlu* kinds of fruit* 
that would do well ou different soils.

a dog or wolf from wh ich blasts issue. 
Th e cat th erefore symbolizes a down­ 
pour of rain; th e dog. strong gusls of 
wind, wh ich accompany it, and so u 
rain “of cats and dogs’’ is a h eavy rain 
with wind.
